PLAYWRIGHT HAS BIGGEST ‘TAKE’; 
300 YEARS OF FAME, FORTUNE 


What year-round course taught in most U. S. colleges has one person’s 
name at title? What author, year after year, is best seller in the English- 
speaking world?

(first collected edition), it would 
fetch at least $10,000. 
SHRINES MAINTAINED 

Dr. McKee went on to explain 
that each year an average of 90,000 
tourists flock to Stratford-on-Avon 
to celebrate Shakespeare's chisten- 
ening on April 23, 1564 (nobody 
knows the exact date of his birth 
but it was probably a day or two 
earlier.) ‘Notable Shakespeare 
shrines are also maintained at El 
sinore, Denmark, scene of “Ham- 
let,” and Verona, Italy, backdrop 
for “Romeo and Juliet,” Dr. McKee 
revealed that great libraries spec 
ialize in Shakespeariana in Birming 
ham, England; Washington, D.C.; 
Dallas, Texas and San Marino, Cal. 

Most cities and towns in the Brit- 
ish Commonwealth and the U.S. — 
and many in Europe, on both sides 
of the Iron Curtain — are exposed 
to performances and/or readings of 
Shakespeare every year. 

ACTIVE INDUSTRY

The next day we were conducted 
on a tour of the league of nations 
buildings, which command an ex- 
tremely impressive view of the 
largest lake in Switzerland — Lake 
Geneva. Each country which was a 
member of the League contributed 
something to these buildings; Italy, 
for instance, gave marble, while 
Persia donated beautiful tapestries. 

NEXT STOP ZERMATT 

Since we were supposed to leave 
around noon for Zermatt, Switzer- 
land, there wasn’t enough time to 
give the attention required for a 
thorough and appreciative visit of 
the wetch capital. 

Our train from Geneva to Zer- 
matt skirted the length of famous 
Lake Geneva, which afforded us a 
breath-taking view of its scenic 
heauty. We changed trains at Visp 
(pronounced Veep), taking passage 
on a San Francisco cablecar-like 
cog-wheeled electrified train which 
was to take us on our last leg of 
the rugged ascent to Zermatt. 

The language of the people of 
Zermatt is primarily German, al- 
though the town is located in the 
generally French speaking area. 
The Swiss treat the tourist with a 
great deal of respect since one of 
their most active industries today 
is the tourist trade. It would be 
difficult to type the Swiss as look- 
ing like what we thing of as typical 
of a nationality; they merely repre- 
sent a conglomeration of French- 
German-Italian mixtures. 


We had our first taste of German 
food at our hotel in Zermatt—Ger- 
man food Swiss style, that is. Our 
dinner consisted of a tossed green 
salad, steak medium well, fresh 
peas, and strawberry shortcake for 
dessert. It was very much like a 
typical American meal except for 
the way it was prepared and sea- 
soned. 

SWISS NIGHT LIFE 

Night life in Zermatt semteren 
around the hotel where people from 
all countries gathered to create and 
partake of the revelry. The music 
played by the hotel orchestra was 
surprisingly very much like our 
own; in fact, American popular 
tunes dominated the scene. English 
is spoken by enough of the natives 
to make conversation reasonably 
possible.

Our meager knowl- 
edge of French and German did us 
no good ehre but our brilliant com- 
mand of the English language made 
it possible for us to make our wants 
known. We didn’t always get what 
we wanted, however; something 
about laws or something equally 
trivial. 

After leaving Lugano, on our 
way to Italy, we passed through 
the world’s longest tunnel, which is 
town before entering Italy at Dom- 
located near Riga, the last Swiss 
modossola. It took us 20 minutes 
traveling by train at moderate 
speed to pass through this tunnel.
